There is an analy tical 
department 
connected with the div ision of labora­ 
tories of the board of health, and any 
person who does not think that it is a 
busy department is mistaken, say s the 
New York Sun. 
As many as 10,009 
demands for analy ses are made upon 
it each y ear, and the dilig ence 
of 
those in charg e is shown by the fact 
that at the end of the y ear there are 
nev er more than 25 or 30 cases awaL* 
ipg a report. 
Some of the demands are peculiar. 
One applicant demi nded and obtained 
an analy sis of a piece of soap; another, 
of a “ pan said to contain pudding ." 
There were two analy ses of g ing er, 
one of honey , one of hair restorer, out 
of orang e marmalade, two of oliv e oil, 
cne of pie, sev en of opium, and one— 
only one—of whisky . 
Only three specimens of candy were 
sent in for snaly si3 during the period 
covered by the last report, only two 
of butter and only two of bread, but 
there was one analy sis of an artificial 
watermelon, two of g round mustard, 
two of theater entr’acte 
clov es, one 
of “ tea in pitcher,” and on# of a piece 
of clay . 
There does not appear to hav e been 
any analy sis of wood alcohol, but there 
were four of ice cream. 
There was 
cne official analy sis of “ beef and.” 
The chief work of this department 
Of the div ision of laboratories is the 
analy sis of milk and of water.
